Extra  copies  Trill  be  supplied  by  the  District 
Office  upon  request.     Study  the  instructions  on  Form  FDA  536  just  before  you  make 
out  your  next  claim,    '"e  are  sure  this  vrill  result  in  elimdnation  of  m.any  errors 
made  on  last  month's  claim.s.

OF  L:0NTIXY  REPORTS    Before  starting  to  study  the  claim,  form,  you  might  find  it  help- 
ful to  analyze  vrhat  it  calls  for.     primarily  just  this:  the 
income  upon  which  your  program  operates,  including  paym^ents  by  children,   if  any,  and 
reimbursement  being  claimed  f rom  "'TFA  (Item  3a  on  form.);  your  cash  expenditures  for 
food,  labor  and  other  costs(ltem  5b);  your  non-cash  contributions,   including  labor 
and  food  which  might  be  contributed  by  children  or  parents  (item  4);  amounts  and 
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cost  of  Abundant  Foods  used  during  raonth  (Item  5};  amounts  of  ^ifFA  Co;;Ti:arriit..es  :■;  & - 
ceivGd    durin^;,'  montli  (ite:;!  6);  number  of  days  meals  ivere  served  (item  7  \:  tct&.i  num- 
ber of  meals  served  during  entire  ifionbh — not  just  for  one  day-'-rei-ibuj-seLient  rate,, 
maximum  claim  v;hich  is  nuiaber  of  meals  multiplied  by  rate,   and  number  of  :mealo  served 
free  (item  8);  and  amount  claimed  (item  9).     That's  not  so  complicated,   is  it?

If  you  did 
not  collect  anything  from  children  for  meals,   if  you  did  not  pay  out  any  money  for 
labor,   if  you  did  not  receive  any  VIFA  Commodities,  and  so  on,  write  "none"  in  these 
spaces. 


ABTIIvDANT  FOODS  — 

1/YFA  COIvUvIODITIES    There  seem.s  to  be  som.e  misunderstanding  on  what  is  meant  by  the 

term.s  "Abundant  Foods"  (Item  5  on  claim.)  and  "T.TA  Commodities" 
(item  6).     Here  is  what  is  meant: 

"Abundant  Foods"  are  designated  each  m.onth  as  a  part  of  the  T.'ar  Food  Administration's 
program  of  placing  the  spotlirht  on  foods  that  are  plentiful.     It  is  desireable  that 
people  use  m.ore  of  these  plentiful  items  to  relieve  pressure  on  other  iters  that  may 
be  scarce.     The  list,  never  containing  more  than  six  items,   is  mailed  to  each  spon- 
sor in  a  special  bulletin  monthly.     The  December  Bulletin  is  included  in  the  envelope 
with  this  School  Lunch  News.     As  a  part  of  their  agreement  with  TIFAj   each  school  is 
asked  to  buy  and  use  as  much  of  these  foods  as  tliey  can  propurly  utilize  in  their 
programs o    However,  TTA  reimbursement  is  not  li'iited  to  these  itemis.    TiFA  wants  you 
to  buy  all  agricultural  comjiiodities  needed  for  a  v\roll -rounded  lunch  but  urges  espe- 
cially that  you  buy  as  many  Abundant  Foods  as  you  can  use.     The  December  Abundant 
Foods  are  apples,   onions,  peanut  butter,  dried  beans,  potatoes  and  grapefruit  juice. 

"TJFA  Coimn.odities"  are  agricultural  products  which  vjpA  buys  to  support  farm,  markets, 
and  which  are  m.ade  available  to  schools,  free  except  for  shipping  costs  from  carload 
receiving  points  within  the  state.     There  are  thre"e  such  points  in  ITorth  Dakota  at 
present — Handan,   Jamestoivn  and  Grafton*    lloro  may  be  set  up  later.     Schools  m.ust 
make  special  application  to  receive,  these  comrriodit ics .     Thus  far  42  schools  have  been 
approved  to  receive  them  in  this  state.     If  other  schools  are  interested  in  this, 
tiiey  should  contact  the  District  Office.  •  • 


RESPONSE  IS  GOOD  TO 

REQUEST  FOR  RECEECK    Response  vms  good  to  the  District  Office's  recent  request  for 

a  i'evieiT  by  school  lunch  sponsors  of  their  estimates  on  appli- 
cations of  data  used  in  setting  up  their  encumbrances.     Generally  speaking,  original 
estiiiiates  on  the  nui'aber  of  days  their  program  will  operate  and  the  number  of  child- 
ren participating  were  quite  accurate.     In  some  cases  however,  "water"  was  squeezed 
from  encumbrances,  thus  releasin^^:  money  for  other  program.s.     For  example,  one  school 
serving  a  Type  B  lunch  stated  that  they  were  beginning  their  program  December  1 
instead  of  October  2  as  shown  on  the  application.     As  they  anticipate  50  pupils  will 
participate,  the  encumbrance  for  that  school  can  be  reduced  J72  (40  days  x  30  pupils 
X  6<^).     If  any  sponsors  who  did  not  respond  to  the  recheck  request  find  upon  review- 
ing their  original  estimiates  that  they  were  too  high  or  too  low,  let  us  know  so 
encuimbrance  adjustments  can  be  made  accordingly.
